to be hope­ 
lessly divided between Secretary cf 
State Carmi Thompson and .Mr. liar- 
.lins. 
Finish of Fight Peculiar. 


The finish of the fight was peculiar. 
Jam es R. Garfield announced that his 
name would not be presented as a 
candidate. 
Sim ultaneously Secretary 
Thompson withdrew from 
the field 
and, like Mr. Garfield, without auy 
announced reason. 
Mr. Cox broke the news of Secre­ 
tary Thompson’s withdrawal on the 
convention floor and the Brown men 
for tile first time claimed a victory 
on the first ballot. 
Then the Cuya­ 
hoga county (Cleveland) delegation, 
of which Senator Burton was chair­ 
man, threw seventy-six votes to Con­ 
gressman Nicholas Ixmgworth. 
Judge 
Brown, who was second on the first 
ballot, with 413 votes, drrpped to 363 
on the second ballot and the Long- 
worth vote increased from 92 to 164. 
N early 
all the 
"progressives” were 
voting for Harding. 
The ninety-six 
Clevelanders, who all voted for Long- 
worth on the second and third roll 
calls, were yelling wildly for the Cin­ 
cinnati man. 
On the third ballot, by 
the tim e the vote had reached H am il­ 
ton county, the I^ongworth candidacy 
was advancing in great strides. 
Chairm an Cox surrendered with dis­ 
cretion. 
He arose and cast the nine­ 
ty-one 
Ham ilton 
county 
votes 
for 
Harding. 
A ll but 120 of the Brown 
supporters, part of which had voted 
before Hamilton oounty was reached, 
Went to Harding and the nomination 
was made by the good margin of 551 
votes over the nearest competitor— 
the Cincinnati congressman who did 
not want to run for governor. 
The nomination was made unani­ 
mous and the fight was over. 
The platform adopted, with only a 
few scattering cries of “ no,” contains 
the strong endorsement of the presi­ 
dent and of the purpose and tendency 
of the tariff law demanded by the 
"regulars.” 
It contains the conserva­ 
tion plank and ail but one of the 
•tate planks wanted by the "progres­ 
sives.”

CITY OF DULUTH THE PRIZE 


Three 
Great 
Railroads 
Engaged 
in 


Struggle. 


Duluth, July 28.— During the coming 
six months Duluth and Northern M in­ 
nesota will see a period of railroad ac­ 
tivity such as it has rarely or perhaps 
never witnessed before. 
The secret of the activity is that 
the port of Duluth is the prize for 
which three great roads w ill struggle 
— three 
roads 
which 
have 
hitherto 
neglected this opportunity. 
The three 
have been making Canada their bat­ 
tleground, but the fight is now being 
carried across the line 
The roads aru 
the Canadian Pacific, through its sub­ 
sidiary, the Soo, the Canadian North­ 
ern and the Great Northern 
The situation at the Head of tho 
Lakes is this. 
The Canadian North­ 
ern recently stepped in. while some of 
the other roads, the Duluth, Missabo 
and Northern and the Canadian Paci­ 
fic. for instance, were sleeping, and 
snapping up the Duluth, Virginia and 
Rainy I,ake road from Virginia to tho 
border. 
This road runs through a rich 
timber country and is being extended 
to Duluth. 
This w ill give the Canadian North­ 
ern a direct line from Duluth to W in ­ 
nipeg. 
if is predicted that the road 
w ill be running trains into Duluth over 
its own line by Jan . I, 1912. 
Meanwhile the Canadian Pacific has 
been far from idle. 
J"he Soo road 
now has local trains running into Su­ 
perior from two directions, and within 
a week or ten days, it is believed, tho 
date w ill be announced for the formal 
opening of the Soo line to Duluth. 
As soon as the station here is com­ 
pleted the Soo line will establish di­ 
rect through service to unicago over 
a line said to be shorter than the Oma­ 
ha’s road, now the only direct route to 
the W indy City. 
It is common gossip in Duluth that 
the Hill line intends to extend north 
from Its Virginia terminus to W in n i­ 
peg. 
This would give a third line to 
the Canadian Northwest. 
The Great 
Northern is also shortening its run­ 
ning time to the west from Duluth 
and preparing to compete with the Soo 
road for its western business. 
W ith all these railroads seeking ter­ 
minals here, Duluth will become one 
of the greatest railroad centers in the 
Northwest.
